| THESE days of uplifting and 

welfaring the nation, despite. 
Perhaps, any particularly outspok- 
en desire by the nation to be up- 
lifted and welfared, here comes 
another ecohomic effort. This one 
has been started in Okiahoma City 
and its organizer is Ira M. Finley 
energetic, cheerful, stubby little 
fellow of Irish extraction. His Big 
Idea is called the “Share-the- 
Land” movement, though its offi- 
cial title is Veterans of Industry of 
America. 


The plan is to break up the big 
farms adjacent to Oklahoma City 
and elsewhere arfd divide owner< 
ship among tenant farmers. Al- 
ready Mr. Finley has formed an 
effective political organization of 
farmers and labor in his western 
State. With that organization sup- 
porting him, he hopes to run for 
the Democratic Senatorial nomi- 
nation and he even has a third 
party tie with the La Follette 
brothers of Wisconsin. 


The V.1.A, already is four years 
old. Finley claims a membership 
of 220,000. What the late Huey 
Long said he expected to accom- 
plish in his Share-the-Wealth 
movement, Finley plans with his 
land program. One phase of it, he 
says, is to tax big farms out of ex- 
istence with a graduated levy. His 
plan also embraces government 
operation of basic industries, pro- 
duction for use, collective bargain- 
ing for labor, old-age pensions. 
and homestead exemption, among 
other objectives. 


Not long ago Finley became dis- 
satisfied with Governor Marland’s 
‘old-age pension and homestead 
exemption efforts. He called them 
jokers. Thereupon he succeeded in 
getting his ideas on the ballot for 
constitutional action. On the face 


‘Of :it, that was bad. Finley saw 


that confusion would result when 
the voters attempted to decide be- 
tween his program and Governor 
Marland’s. So he started a huge 
campaign of education and—‘“we 
sowed ’em under.” he said. 
Olservers of western politics say 
that Finley is a person to be 
watched — perhaps not so much 
during the coming campaign. 
when he plans to support Presi- 
dent Roosevelt generally, but four 


years hence when the Third Party .

a restaurant frequently, you had 
better take werning and do some- 
thing about it! It is a sure sipn 
you are not giving him the kind of 
food he enjoys at his own table. 

Maybe you think you have'a 
perfectly good reason for not doing 
so—corned beef and cabbage, steak 
and onions or seafood does “smell 
up” the house. If your nose is too 
delicate to stand such robust odors, 
remember you can always call in 
the fresh air to take them away. 
Solve your problem any way you 
wish but do give your husband the 
things he likes in the way he likes 
them. 

Here are some simple things men 
cherish: 

Broiled Steak 

Get the best cut you can afford 
and have it cut thick—2 inches is 
about right for most of us. Porter- 
house is probably first choice al- 
though a good cut of sirloin or 
even round will do.’ Preheat the 
broiler or heavy iron skillet and 
sear the steak on both sides. Re- 
duce the heat and turn occasion- 
ally until the steak is broiled as 
rare, medium or well done as you 
like it. Put on a hot platter and 
dress with butter and lots of salt 
and pepper. Pass mustard on the 
side. The head of my household 
lifes a sauce made by creaming 
together butter, prepared mustard, 
a little Worcestershire sauce and a 
couple dashes of tobasco. This 
savory mixture is spread on the 
viatter. Then the steak is turned 
several times. Be sure to spoon any 
of the meat juice and sauce over 
the steak servings. 

French Fried Oniois 

Peel large, mild-flavored ‘onions, 
slice and soak in milk for 20 min- 
utes.

Add 5 cups boiling 
water, 1 teaspoon salt and 13 tea- 
spoon pepper and simmer 1 hout. 
Add the kidneys and thicken with 
3 tablespoons cornstarch made to 
a paste. with an equal amount of 
cold water. Transfer to a good- 
sized bakifig-dish and cover with a 
rich biscuit crust. Bake 35-40 min- 
utes in a moderately hot oven.

Slice medium sized onions very 
thin, allowing 1 onion for each 
serving.
